He Parliament of Scotland being informed that | 

the CHMarques of Montroſe was taken, and foce- | 

ſecing that his countenance and carriage 2 

might gaine him ſome favour amonglt the [| 
Pcople,thought fic to give out their ſentence againit him k- 
before he should come to Edenburgh. And therforc upon 5 
the 17. of-May anno 1650. in the morning , they ap- : 
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pointed a Comittic to prepare and pive in their opi- 
nions what was fitteſt to be don with him , where the 
ſame forenoone they gave in their report in writing to 
this Effect : That fo ſoone as he should come to the 
Towne , he should be met at the Gate by the Magi- 
ſtratcs, and Hangman ; That he should be tyed with 
cords upon a Cart barcheaded, and the Hangman to 
ride upon the horſe that drey the Cart covercd before 
him , and ſo to be brought through the towne. That He 
should be hanged on a gibbet at the Crofle of Edenburgh 
untill he dicd , His Hiſtorie , and Dedaration hangin 
about his neck, and fo hang three houres in Pu lick 
vicw ofall the People : after which He should be be- 
hcaded , and quartered . His head to be fixt upon the 
Priton houſe of Edenburgh , & his Leggs and armes over 
the gates of the Cities of Sterling , Cove, Perth alias 
Qint Tobns - Towne and e Aberdeine. And in Caſe He re- 
pentcd not, ( whereby the Sentence of Excommunica- 
tion may be taken of by the Church) : the Bulke of 
His bodie should be burricd in the Gray friers ; if not, to 
be burricd in the Boromoore. 

Upon the 18. day about 4. a clocke in the after- 
noone , He Was brought in at the Water Gate , and ac- 
cording to the Sentence was met by the Magiſtrates , 
the gardes, and the Hangman of the Cutie , the reſt of 
the Pritoners being tyed two and two together, going 
barchcadcd before him ; So ſoone as He came within 
the Gate the Magiſtrates shewed Him the Sentence , 
which when He had read, and perccived the Cart, and 
Hangman there rcady , He faid ; He would witlingly obey , 
He was only ſorrie that rhrongh Him , His Majeſtic Whoſe Pex 
ſon he preſented , should be ſo dichonored, then going cherefully 
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into the Cart , He being uncovered was by the Hang- 
man tyed thereunto with Ropes , and the Hagman on 
the horſe rid covered, thus was He carricd to the pri- 
ſon, andin all the way, there appeared in Him ſuch a 
Majeſtie, Courage , & Modeſtie , no way Daunted , That His 
very Enemies, nay common women , who as it was be- 
leeved by divers would have ſtoned Him in the Cart as 
he paſled, were upon the fight of Him fo aſtonished, & 
moved: that their intended emrſes, were turned, into T eares 
& Prayers for Him ; In fo much as the next day (being 
Sunday) , the Miniſters Preached againſt them for not 
reviling and floning of Him as he paſſed along. 

When He was taken from the Cart, He gave the 
Hangman gold, telling him bat was 4 reward a driving 
the Cart : It was ſeven a clocke at night before he 
was cntercd into the Priſon, and immediately the Par- 
liament met , & ſent ſome of their Members , and ſome 
Miniſters to cxamine Him ; but He refuſed to Ankyer 
any thing to them, untill He was fatisficd upon what 
tearmes they ſtood with the King, His Royal Maſter . 
which bcing reported unto the Parliament, they ccafed 
proceeding againſt Him untill Munday , and allowed 
their Commiſſioners to tell Him that the King , & they 
were agrecd : He deſired to be at reſt for He was wearie 
with a long journey, & He ſaid The Complement they had 
put.upon his that day was ſomewhat tedious. 

Th: next day being Sunday , He was conſtantly at- 
tended by Miniſters and Parliament men , who ſtill 


perſucd him with threatnings but they got no adyan- 


tage of Him ; He told them, T bey thought they had afronted 
O ! 
him the day before by carring him in a cart , but they were much 


miſtaken ; For be thought the moſt Honorable & joyfuiſt journey 
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chat ever be made, God Having all the while moſt comfortably 
manifeſted Flu preſence to him , and ſurnishing Him with reſolution 
80 over looke the teproches of men , and to behold him , for whoſe 
cauſe He ſuffered. 
Upon Munday in the forcnoone, He was brovght be- 
fore the Parliament and aftcr the deliveric of a Long 
penned diſcourſe by the Chanccllour where in he was 
pleaſcd to take notice of His miſcarriages againſt the firſt Co- 
venant,the League and Covenant , His Invaſion, & Joining with the 
Irich Rebells & blood gultines ; and that now, how God had brought 
FTim to juſt punichment : He defired to know if he might be 
allowed to fſpeake for himſclf, which being Granted, He 
laid, Since you have declared unto me , that you bave agreed with 
che K ing , I looke upon you, as if His M a JES TIE were ſitting 
amongſt you , and in that Relation] appeare with this reverence 
barcheaded : Iy Care hath been allwaies to walke as became a 
good Chriſtian , and a Loyall Subjet ; ] engaged m the firſt Co- 
penant, and was faithfull ro it , untill T perceived ſome private Per- 
ſons under Colour of Religion intended to wring the Authoritie from 
the K ing, and to ſeaXe on it for themſelves; and when it was thought 
fir for the clearing of honeft men that a bond should be ſubſcribed, 
wherein the ſecuritie of Religion was ſufficiently provided for, I ſub- 
ſcribed. For the League and Covenant, | thanke God | was never 
in it, and ſo could not breake it, but how farr Religion hath been ad- 
panced by it , and the ſad conſequences that haye followed on it , 
theſe poore diſtreſſed K ingdomes can witnes . for when Hi Late 
M AJ ESTIE hadby the Blefing of God almoſt ſubdued thoſe Re- 
bells that roſe againſt him in England,and that a fation of this King- 
dom went in to the afiiſtance of thoſe Rebels, Hu M &a- 
JESTIE gave Comiſion to me , to come into this K ingdome , 
and to make a diverſion of thoſe forces that were going from 
hence againſt Flim 1 acknowleged the command moſt Juſt , and 
I con- 


I conceaved my ſelſe bound in conſcience and dutie to obey it , what my 
carriage was in this Country many of you may beare wimes ; Diſorders 
in an CA rmy can not be prevented, but they were no ſooner knowne, then 
punihed ; never was any mans blood ſpilt but in Banaile, & even then 
many thouſand Lives have I preſerved; and a T came in upon Hu M 4- 
jeSTIEs Warrant: ſo upon Fiis Letters did | lay aſide all Intereſt, and 
retreat. 

And for my coming in at this time, it was by Flis MajesTIES com- 
wands,in order to the accelerating of theT reatie berwixt Him & Tou; His 
MajzsTIz knowing that when ever He bad ended with you I was readie 
to retire upon bis call . I may juſtly ſay, that never ſubjeft ated upon more 
Honorable grounds , nor by ſo lawfull a power, as I didin this ſeryice; and 
therfore I defire you to lay aſide prejudice,and conſider me as a Chriſtian in 
relation to the juſtice of the quarrel; as a Fubjeft in relation to my Royal 
Caſters commands ; and as your Neighbour in relation to the manie 
of your Lives, ] baye preſerved in battaile;& be not too, rash but let me be 
Judged by the Lawes of God, the Lawes of Nature, and N ations, and the 
Lawes of this Land; if ou do otherwiſe, ] do heare appeale from You, ta 
the Righteous Judge of the world , who one day muſt be both your Judge and 
myne,and who allwates gives Righteous Tudgement. 

This he delivered with ſuch Gravitie , & with out Paſion, 
as was much admired even of His Encmics: After which, 
the Chgncellour commanded the Sentence to be read , which 
He heard with a ſerled and an unmoyed countenance, and de- 
ſicring to be further heard,was preſently ſtopt by the Chancet- 
lour ok commanded He $hould be preſently removed back 


againe Opn , where being no ſooner come but the Mi- 
niſters aflault him afresh, agravating the terror of the Sen- 
tence, thereby to affright him; He acknowledged Him ſelfe 
much bcholding to the Parliament for the Honor they put 
upon him ſaying , He T ooke it for a greater Honor to have His 
Head ſtand upon the priſon Gate ſor this Quarrell ; then to have his 
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piure inthe K ings Bedchamber. And ( leaft his Loyaltie should be for- 
gotten ) they had highly Honoured him , in deſigning laſt ing monuments to 
foure of the cheifeſt Cities , to beare up his memoriall to all poſteritie, 
WWishing he had had flech enough , to have ſent a peece to Every Citie i 
Chriſtendome to wimeſſe his Loyaltie to his King and Countrie, 

His Friends were not ſuffercd to come neare him , but a 
gard was alwaics in the Chamber witt. Him, in ſo much 
as He had neither time, nor place for His Private Devorions , 
but in their Hearing. 

The next day bcing the 21.Cloathed in a Scarlet cloake 
richly Laced with Gould Lace, He was brought to the Scaf- 
fold: He came a long the ſtrcets with ſo great ſtate, & there 
appearcd in His countenance fo much Beautie, ©Hajefiie and 

ravitie,as amazed the behoulders ; and manie even of His 
Enemies did acknowledge Him to be the Gallants Subje& 
inthc world:but becauſe all His Friends & well willers were 
debar'd from ceming neare him; there was a boy deſigned 
for that purpole on the Scaffold who tooke His Laſt fpeech. 
Which was to this EffeR. 

T am ſorrie if this manner of my End be Scandalow to any good Chri- 
ſtian. Doth it not often happen to the righteow according to the waies of che 
wicked, and to the wicked, according to the waies of the righteous ? doth not 
ſome time a juſt man perich in Hu righteouſnes , & 4 wicked man proſper 
in his malice * T hey who know me,should notdiſeſleeme me for this ; many 
greater tben ] have been dealt with in this Kind; yer I muſt nor ſay but that 
all Gods Iudgements are Juſt; For my private ſins , I acknowledge 
this to be Tuſt with God , I ſubmir my ſelfe to him: but in regard of man, 
1 may ſay they «re but inſtruments , God forgive them , I forgiye them, 
they haye opprefled the POOre , and violently peryerted Iudgement, 
nd Juſtice , but He that & higher then they will reward them. 

What 1 did in this K ingdome,was in obedience to the moſt juft Come 
mands of my Soveraigne, For His defence in the day of His diſtreſe, 
againſt thoſe thatroſe up againſt bim.] acknowledge nothing,but feareGod 

and 
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and Honor the King, according to the commandements of God, and the 
Layy of Nature, and Nations , and I have not finned againſt man , but 
againſt God; and with Him there s Mercie, which is the ground of my 
drawing neare unto him. 

Ir objected drainſt me by many,(even good People,) T bat T am under 
the Cenſure of the Church; T his is nor my fault, ſince it is only for doing 
my Dutie,by Obcying my Princes moſt juſt Commands for Re- 
ligion, His Sacred Perſon , and Authoritic . Zer I am ſorrie 
they did excomunicare me;and in that, which is according to Gods Layes; 
without wronging my conſcience or allegeance I deſire ro be relaxed; if they 
will nor thus do it, [ appeale to God who is the righteow Judge of the 
world, & who muſt; & will I hope be my Indge and Saviour. 

It s ſpoken of me that I sbould blame the King ( God forbid, ) For 
the Late Ring, He Lived a Saint,and Died Martyr; I pray God, 
I may ſo end as He did; If ever I would wish my ſoule in an other mans 
ſtead, it chould be in his. For His MajzsTIE now Living, neyer People 
I beleive might be more happie in a King : His commands to me 
were moſt juſt ; in nothing that He promiſeth will He faile , He deales 
juſtly with all men, I pray God He be fo dealt with all that He le 
not betrayed under truſt as His Father w«. 

] deſire not ro be miſtaken,«s if my carriage at this time in Relation to 
your waies were flubborne;] do but follow the Light of my owne conſcience, 
which is ſeconded by the working of the Good Spirit of God that is 
within me, | thanke bim, T goe to Heavens throne with ioy. If He 
enable me againſt the feare of Death , and furnich me with cou- 
rage » and confidence to embrace it eyen in its moſt uglie s-4pe: Lee 
God be glorified in my end , though it were in my damnation . Tet ] ſay 
not this out of any feare or diſtruſt , bur our of my Dutic io God, and 
Love t bis People. 

I haye no more to ſay but that T defire your Charitic,and Prayers. 
I hall A” nay ; Ileave my Soule to God; my Service © m 
hg oodyill to my Friends; and my Name, and Charitic 
# You all. And chu briefly I bays exonerated my Cm 
| cing 
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Bcing deſired to ray a part, He ſaid, I bave already powred 
ont my ſoule before the Lord who knowes my heart , and into whoſe bands 
[ hbaye commended my Spirit , and be hath been gratiouſly pleaſed to re- 
rurne to me 4 full aſſurance of peace in Jeſw Chriſt my Redeemer. And 
cherfore if you will not Joine with me in prayer; my reiterating ag4ine will 
be both Scandalow to you, and me.So cloling his Eyes, & holding 
up his hands, he ſtood a good fpace at his inward devotions , 
being perceived to be inwardly moved all the while; When 
He ph don, He cald for the Executioner , & gave him mo- 
ney, then having _—_ unto him hanging in a cord Hig 
Declaration, 8& Hijtorie , He hanged them about his necke;ſay- 
ing , T hough it bath pleaſed His Sacred MajesT1E that now w,to makg 
him one of the Knights of the moſt Honorable Order of the Garter; yes 
He did nor thinke him ſelfe more Honored by the Garter, then by that cord; 
with the bookes which he would embrace about his neck with «« much oy 
& content, as ever he did the Garter, or a chaine of gould , & therfore 
deſired them. to be tied unto him as they pleaſed. 
When this was done & His armes ticd, He asked the Of- 
ficers, If they had any more Dicbonour,as they conceavyed it,to put upon 
bim,he was readie to accept it. And fo with an Yndaunted Courage & 
Grayitie ſuffered, According to the Sentence paſt upon him, 
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
